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POLICE searching for missing Ely 
landlady Deborah Steel turned 
their attentions to the patio of the 
pub where she was last seen this 
week. 

Officers started to search The 
Royal Standard, in Forehill, in Feb¬ 
ruary as part of the ongoing inves¬ 
tigation. 

However they then had to stop 
after coming across “certain com¬ 
plications” - allegedly water - when 
digging up the cellar. 

On Monday morning, experts be¬ 
gan digging up the pub’s patio area, 
which leads into the car park off 
Broad Street. 

The area was sealed off so that 
members of the public could not 
access it, and the excavation did 
not last long. 

Speaking to Ely News just after 
lpm, a police spokesman said: 
“Searches at The Royal Standard 
pub in connection with the disap¬ 
pearance of former landlady Debo¬ 


rah Steel have now concluded. 

“We are pursuing further lines of 
inquiry and continue to search for 
the truth regarding Deborah’s dis¬ 
appearance.” 

Ronan McLister, the pub’s general 


manager, said: “The patio has been 
completely reinstated and the po¬ 
lice have told us that’s us done now 
as far as the search is concerned.” 

Ms Steel, 37, was the landlady of 
the pub and disappeared on De¬ 


cember 28, 1997. 

Her body has not been found, de¬ 
spite searches by police and several 
appeals. 

In September, excavations took 
place at a property in Longfields, 
Ely, which police said was “linked 
to the disappearance”. 

Last year Cambridgeshire police 
reclassified Ms Steel’s disappear¬ 
ance from a long-term missing per¬ 
son to a murder inquiry. 

A 73-year-old Ely man is current¬ 
ly on police bail until April 29. Two 
men, aged 70 and 50, were previ¬ 
ously on police bail but have since 
been released. 

Speaking to the News earlier this 
year, Det Chief Insp Martin Brun- 
ning, of the Bedfordshire, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Hertfordshire ma¬ 
jor crime unit, issued an appeal for 
information. 

He said: “I am convinced that the 
answer to Deborah Steel’s disap¬ 
pearance lies in Ely and that there 
are people in the city who can pro¬ 
vide key information.”

Attempted raid 
at city centre 
jewellers shop 

MASKED men tried to smash 
their way into a jewellers in Ely 
- but failed due to the "excellent 
security". 

Police are appealing for 
witnesses following the 
attempted burglary at Italian 
Jewellery, in High Street Passage. 

It happened at around 4.40am 
last Wednesday but details were 
only released by officers this 
week. 

The incident involved three 
masked men, two of whom used 
a form of battering ram in an 
attempt to break into the shop. 

Police say their attempts 
were unsuccessful and that they 
made off in the direction of the 
cathedral. 

Pc Andy Harding said: "Due 
to excellent security at the shop, 
entry was not gained, the alarm 
sounded and the assailants fled 
on foot empty-handed. I would 
urge anyone with information to 
come forward." 

Salvatore Grasso, who opened 
the shop around three years ago, 
said: "This is the second time 
that people have tried to break 
into the shop, but both times 
they have been unsuccessful as 
I have invested a lot of money in 
security, including CCTV, alarms 
and using reinforced glass on all 
the windows and doors. 

"It makes me really angry 
and upset. I work hard to earn a 
living and these people just think 
they have the right to break in 
and take what isn't theirs."

Farmer’s plea 
after two sheep 
killed by dog 


A LIVESTOCK farmer is call¬ 
ing on dog owners to be 
more responsible after his 
sheep were attacked, leav¬ 
ing two dead and three seri¬ 
ously injured. 

Several others could die as 
a result of being chased by 
the dog. 

The incident happened at 
Moor Farm in Moor Road, 
Fordham, on Saturday. 

John Maxwell, who has 
run the farm for 25 years, 
said: “It’s been horrible and I 
certainly wouldn’t want it to 
happen to anyone else. 

“To see the sheep the way 
they were, either dead or 
badly injured, was really un¬ 
pleasant.” 

Mr Maxwell says he knows 
the dog which was responsi¬ 
ble for the attack and that 
its owner has been “very co- 
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operative”. 

He said: “I won’t be press¬ 
ing charges against the dog 
owner, although the police 
did attend. 

“It has actually been dis¬ 
tressing for them and they 
were really distraught to see 
what their dog had done. 

“They’ve been very co¬ 
operative and have agreed 
to pay the vet’s bills. 

“I just want dog owners 
to be more responsible and 
realise what their pets are 
capable of. 

“I’ve been here 25 years 
and we have lots of pub¬ 
lic footpaths which run 
through the land, which are 
obviously popular with local 


dog walkers. 

“I’ve never had anything 
like this happen before, 
thankfully as the majority 
of people put their dogs on 
leads when they can see the 
sheep ahead of them. 

“I just want owners to be 
more cautious when they 
and their dogs are around 
livestock. 

“Two of my sheep were 
killed, three were seriously 
injured and as a result I’ve 
now got lambs which are or¬ 
phans. 

“When sheep are chased 
by a dog and bitten they can 
also end up dying as a result 
of the stress so we could un¬ 
fortunately end up losing 
more.”

Man who threatened to throw acid in girl's face avoids jail 


A MAN who made threats to throw 
acid in a girl's face has been spared 
jail.

Mcdaid pleaded guilty 
to harassment and witness 
intimidation at an earlier hearing. 

The court heard Mcdaid also 
called the girl on January 30 asking 


her to drop the charges. 

Mcdaid was made subject to 
a three-month prison sentence, 
suspended for 12 months, a 
restraining order against the girl 
and was ordered to pay her £100 in 
compensation.

“We will take all necessary 
steps to ensure that this does 
not happen again.” 


A UKIP spokesman said: 
“Mr Charalambous is em¬ 
barrassed and deeply apolo¬ 
getic that he used the Royal 
British Legion poppy in his 
advertisement. 

“A member of the Royal 
British Legion for many 
years, he apologises pro¬ 
fusely. 

“He is adamant he will not 
do so again.”

Man admits to

A MAN who exposed him¬ 
self to a woman in the fe¬ 
male toilets at Ely’s Lamb 
Hotel has appeared in court. 

Thomas Aldridge, of 
Rochford Garden Way, 
Rochford, went into the toi¬ 
lets on the evening of April 
13, and exposed himself to 
the woman, as she came out 
of a cubicle. 

At Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court on Thursday, Aldridge 
pleaded guilty to having in¬ 
tentionally exposed himself, 
intending that someone 
would see and be caused 
alarm or distress. 

Delia Matthews, prosecut¬ 
ing, told the court that the 
woman heard a man’s voice 
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outside the cubicle asking 
for help. 

She said: “He said T know 
you are in there, I need help. 
Can you come out when you 
are finished’.” 

It was when she came out 
of the cubicle that Aldridge 
exposed himself, the court 
heard. 

He told the woman that he 
was “off his face” and asked 
her if she wanted drugs 
while standing a foot away 

Aldridge asked her if he 
“turned her on” to which she 
replied “no”. 


The woman pushed the 
defendant away before exit¬ 
ing the toilet. 

In his police interview, 
Aldridge admitted to what 
he had done and said his be¬ 
haviour was “disgusting”. 

Simon Rice, mitigating, 
said: “It was extremely out 
of character for Aldridge. He 
was completely and utterly 
intoxicated.” 

The court heard how 
Aldridge spends three days 
a week looking after his son 
in Ely and the rest of his time 
in Rochford with his mother. 

He will be sentenced on 
May 7 and has been given a 
curfew of 8pm until 7am at 
his mother’s address.

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A PENSIONER who suffered 
a near-death cardiac arrest 
has at last met the paramed¬ 
ic who helped save his life. 

Alec Molton, 70, was at 
Stansted Airport with his 
wife, Glyn, about to go on 
holiday to Spain on fune 3 
last year when he collapsed 
and went into cardiac arrest. 

Father-of-two Mr Molton, 
from Worlington, near New¬ 
market, was fighting for his 
life and needed urgent help. 

Ely resident Dan Read, 35, 
a paramedic for Magpas He- 
limedix, was at the airport 
with his wife and daughter 
when he saw Mr Molton col¬ 
lapse. 

Mr Read, who was dressed 
in shorts and flip-flops at 
the time, clicked straight 
into work mode and started 
providing CPR. An air ambu-

lance flew to the scene and 
the specialist medics then 
worked together to provide 
enhanced pre-hospital care 
for him before the Herts Air 
Ambulance Air Crew accom¬ 
panied him to Basildon Hos¬ 
pital. 

On Friday, Mr Molton 
at last met the man who 
helped save his life - with a 
little help from Ely News. 

Mr Molton contacted us 
earlier this year having read 
the original story about his 


collapse and said he wanted 
to be able to meet Mr Read. 

We contacted Magpas and 
as a result the reunion was 
set up. 

Mr Molton said: “I am 
delighted to meet him. For 
months and months Eve 
wanted to shake his hand 
and say thank you, because 
I know how instrumental he 
was in my survival.” 

Mr Read said: “When I 
look back to that day; one 
moment I was laughing with 
my two-year-old daughter 
at the airport and the next 
thing it was a life or death 
situation - I just did what I 
had to do. 

“I am used to this sort of 
thing happening at work, 
but not on holiday. Nev¬ 
ertheless, there’s a certain 
protocol that needs to be 
adhered to in an urgent situ¬ 
ation like that - wearing flip- 
flops or work boots!”

Farming a future 

THE philosopher Hippocrtates 
famously said: 'Let food be thy 
medicine and medicine be thy 
food'. 

Without doubt the impacts of our 
unhealthy food and farming system 
impacts more than public health. 

At this moment in time when all 
parties are pitching their campaigns 
off the back of pumping billions more 
pounds into the NHS it's interesting 
that no-one is suggesting that creating 
healthier future generations would 
release some of the pressure. 

There are still somewhere in the 
region of three billion small farmers 
and rural villagers left in the world 
today. 

That's about half the world's 


population and these small farmers 
own one quarter of the world's 
civilised land, growing 75 per cent of 
the world's food. 

They have done this for thousands 
of years without genetically 
engineered food or toxic chemicals. 
Traditional ways combined with 
modern bio-dynamic farming must 
surely be the future. 

By 2050, it is estimated that at least 
10 million people worldwide will 
die as a result of antibiotic resistance 
infection. The routine use of anti¬ 
biotics in livestock is a major driver of 
drug-resistance. 

There is now evidence to suggest 
that DNA from antibiotic resistant 
bacteria found in cattle yards are also 
airborne; in addition to contaminated 
water and meat this is yet another 
route of exposure for animals and 
humans alike. 

Commonly used herbicides also 
promote antibiotic resistance by 
priming pathogens to more readily 
become resistant to antibiotics. 

The quickest changes are usually 


driven by consumer choice. 

Lack of money is no joke making it 
difficult for people to make healthier 
choices when processed food is so 
cheap. I understand that. 

At the same time we can as much 
as possible endeavor to support 
a system that can regenerate and 
revitalise our agricultural practices 
so that we can all have less 
contaminated food, water and air.

She said: “Our quest is to 
enable neurologists to re¬ 
search POT and search for 
a cure. It is important to all 
the sufferers as we are so few 
and yet still growing in num¬ 
bers. 

“We need to raise aware¬ 
ness among doctors and 
neurologists, so that people 
are no longer misdiagnosed 
in the UK.”

ally on a ratio of 75 per cent 
women to 25 per cent men, 
and the onset age is around 
64 years. 

But many patients are 
misdiagnosed with Multi¬ 
ple Sclerosis or Parkinson’s 
Disease, which is some¬ 
thing Beverley and her hus¬ 
band are passionate to raise 
awareness about. 

Speaking about her con¬ 
dition, Beverley said: “I first 
noticed that I had problems 
standing still in 2002 when 
I found myself unable to 
stand at my mother-in-law’s 
funeral. 

“It was a combination of 
stress and extreme anxi¬ 
ety that had brought on this 
first noticeable shaking, but 
it was to progress steadily so 
that it affected my work at 
the College of West Anglia 
and my daily life. 

“By 2005 the tremor was 


more evident, so I went to 
see my doctor. I had under¬ 
gone major spinal surgery 
in 1999 - the result of a road 
traffic accident in 1996, and 
I could only imagine that I 
may have a trapped nerve in 
my back.” 

Beverley was referred to 
the University College of 
London Hospital for tests, 
and it was there that a neu¬ 
rologist immediately diag¬ 
nosed her with POT. 

Beverley uses a rollator - a 
four-wheeled walking frame 
with a seat - when she is out 
and about, but even every¬ 
day tasks at home have to 
be done sitting down as they 
are so exhausting.

50 shades 
of Kray 


A COLLECTOR has got his hands 
on a haul of paintings by gangster 
Reggie Kray - and they’re going 
under the hammer this month. 

Roy Adams, who has been col¬ 
lecting antiques and interesting 
finds for more than 25 years, says 
the collection is the “most excit¬ 
ing” he has come across to date. 

There are about 30 paintings - 
oils, watercolours and pastels - all 
done by Reggie while he was serv¬ 
ing in Wayland Prison, in Thet- 
ford. But it’s not just paintings 
which people will be able to bid 
for. 

Mr Adams, who runs Cli- 
abhrach Treasure antique shop 
in Granby Street, Littleport, said: 
“I’ve got my hands on quite a few 
nice items over the years but this 
is certainly the most exciting bulk 
collection I’ve ever come across. 

“The paintings were all done by 
Reggie while he was in prison. I 
have the documentation and the 
signatures to prove it.” 

Twin brothers Ronald and Regi¬ 
nald Kray were gangsters who 
were the foremost perpetrators of 
organised crime in the East End 
of London during the 1950s and

1960s. 

They were arrested in 1968 and 
were sentenced to life in jail. Ron¬ 
nie remained in Broadmoor until 
his death in 1995, but Reggie was 
released from prison on compas¬ 
sionate grounds in 2000, eight 
weeks before his death from can¬ 
cer. 

Mr Adams said: “It’s a fascinat¬ 
ing collection which I know is 
worth thousands, but I don’t want 
to say exactly how much I think 
it’s worth. 

“There is also a hurricane mod¬ 
el, a small oak box and drawer, 
two mini pieces of furniture in 
glass cabinets; again all of which 
Reggie made in prison. 

“I’ve also got a guitar and pool 
cue which he played in prison, a 
photo album which must have 
around 120 photographs of him 
with numerous celebrities, and 
his birdwatching books.” 

The collection is being sold at 
auction at The Brook in Soham, 
on Thursday, April 30, at 6pm and 
viewing takes place from noon.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go....

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 



D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

LI Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

D Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

D Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

D Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

E NTHUSIASM positively oozes out of Justin 
Miles as he chats about his next adventure 
- a journey that'll see him battling extreme 
conditions across all seven continents of the 
globe. 

You see Justin is one of the world's (very 
few) full-time explorers. Whether it's crossing 
freezing plains of the Arctic, climbing an Alpine 
mountain or fighting his way through the 
sweltering jungles of South America, he's been 
there. He's conquered it. 

And why does he go to such extremes? 
Because, unable to walk or talk following a 
near-death car crash, that's what he promised 
himself he would do - and that was the driving 
force that led to his complete recovery. 

"I'm an entirely different person now," he 
says. "I'm much more motivated to succeed in 
everything I do." 

As a boy, Justin, who lives near Ely, spent 
every waking moment outside. "I was never 
inside," he exclaims. "I grew up in Devon, 
where my brother and I had the moors and 
the coast and the rivers and the woods as our 
adventure playground. 

"You name it, we got up to it: climbing rocks, 
checking out caves, making little shelters and 
camping out, making rafts and floating down 
the river trying to catch fish using bits of twig 
... I loved everything about it, and still do." 

As he grew up, Justin's adventures became 
"a little more hardcore" and although he had 
a busy job managing a chain of leisure centres 
and health clubs, he'd spend whatever spare 
time he had in the great outdoors. But that all 
changed one night in 1999. 

Justin, then 26, was on his way to a training 
course when he was involved in a devastating 
car accident. "I can't remember the crash at all 
but, from what I can gather, my car was hit on 
its side and rolled over, and another car coming 
down the carriageway ploughed into the roof. 
Obviously there's no impact protection on the 
roof, so it collapsed." 

In hospital, Justin was diagnosed with a brain 
haemorrhage and was barely conscious for the 
first few days. When he finally began to come 
round, he was in a bad way. 

"The brain injury left me about as physically 
capable as your average 2-year-old," he says. "I 
couldn't walk, I couldn't stand up at all to start 
with, and my speech was horrific. 

"My brain wasn't sending out the right signals 
to make my body do things, and that's why 
nothing was working. As soon as I understood 
that, then it became just pure fear. Fear that I 
wouldn't recover, fear that I wouldn't get things 
back. It scared the life out of me. I thought 
'I've got to get better, and I've got to get better 
quickly'." 

From that moment, Justin set about getting 
himself well again - but he knew it would be 
tough. "I literally needed to relearn every motor 
skill. If you hold up your left hand and touch 
your little finger to your thumb, then your ring 
finger, your middle finger, your index finger and 
then back again, I couldn't even do that." 



Conquering 



When a devastating car 
crash left him unable to 
walk or talk, Justin Miles 
made a decision: to recover 
well enough to become a 
full-time explorer.

On the way home from the hospital, Justin's 
then wife (they've since divorced) stopped to 
buy some balls, "and I practised throwing a ball 
against the wall and trying to catch it. 

"Then I started to walk. Every day, several 
times a day, I would walk first to the end of the 
drive and back, and then to the neighbour's 
drive, and so on." 

How was he feeling? "Exceptionally 
frustrated, because I was very physically 
able before the crash, and then suddenly I 
couldn't do anything. But I set lots of small 
goals, and that helped me, because every 
time you achieve a goal it gives you a bit more 
determination and motivation, and it shows that 
you are making progress." 

It was about 12 weeks into his recovery that 
Justin had his epiphany about becoming an 
explorer. 

"There wasn't an awful lot I could do," he 
recalls. "Fatigue is a huge problem with brain 
injury - you'd do something and you've got to 
sleep for hours - so I'd spend most of my time 
sat in front of the TV, and there's only so much 
Richard and Judy that anyone can watch, brain¬ 
damaged or not! 

"So you tend to regress and go back into your 
memories. I could see out across the woods to 
where me and my brother were playing as kids, 
and just relived my childhood memories about 
becoming a real-life Indiana Jones. 

"And I thought 'Do you know what? I can do 
this! I can turn this around, I can recover, and I 
can become an explorer'. 

"When my wife came home, I said 'Right, sit 
down, I want to tell you something. I'm going 
to become an explorer'. And she, in effect, 
said 'Ah, that's great, but when you can go to 
the toilet without help, let's talk about it some 
more'!" 

But once he'd set his mind on it, the thought 


of his future career was exactly what Justin 
needed to drive him forward. "On my walks 
I'd picture myself walking to the North Pole, 
or climbing mountains, just to keep myself 
going," he recalls. And physically, he recovered 
amazingly quickly, "because I worked bloody 
hard". 

Just nine months after the crash, he ran a 
marathon - albeit in rather a long time. "It was 
about eight hours 45 minutes," he grins. "I was 
way outside the official time, so everything was 
closed! But as soon as I did that, I thought 'I can 
do anything'." 

Mentally, though, he admits that it took him 
rather longer to recover. "Brain injuries change 
the way you deal with emotions, and they 
change the way you think and feel and react to 
different situations," he explains. "Emotionally, 
people would tell you something that should be 
sad, and you'd laugh - or something you should 
laugh at, and you'd feel sad. 

"I can remember one day walking into a 
room, and I went to switch on the light, and 
my hand just missed the switch. It was nothing 
to do with being brain-damaged, but I was so 
annoyed and disappointed with myself that I 
burst into tears. 

"I'm fine now, absolutely fine, but that took 
several years to get right, the way you act and 
react." 

Since making a full recovery, Justin has 
been living his dream of becoming a real-life 
Indiana Jones. He has climbed mountains all 
over Europe and Africa, and thinks nothing of 
kayaking from Bristol to London. "But that's a 
fun thing; I don't count that as an expedition!" 

Does he have a favourite adventure? "One 
that was really cool was in 2013: I went stand- 
up paddle-boarding just short of the Arctic 
Circle, with icebergs and whales and seals next 
to us. It was absolutely fantastic. 

"And in the West Indies I climbed an active 
volcano. It's all jungle, and as you're going 
up there's fissures in the earth, and you can 
look down and see the red stuff. Then at the 
top there's a big lake, and you get in and it's 
like bathwater, but you don't come out feeling 
clean, because it stinks of sulphur! But it is 
a cool experience, to be floating around in 


bathwater in the middle of a jungle at the top of 
a volcano." 

Not surprisingly, Justin's had the odd brush 
with danger too: "I nearly drowned out in the 
Caribbean; I had a go at cliff diving, and landed 
fine, but I got sucked out by the tide," he 
recalls. "And a couple of years ago I explored a 
new route to the North Pole from the coast of 
Greenland, but it all went horribly wrong when 
I had this horrific, searing pain." It turned out to 
be a hernia, and he had to hurry home for an 
emergency operation. Was he gutted? "Literally! 
The surgery was pretty horrific, and I've now 
got bionic parts in my abs..." 

But Justin's explorations are far from selfish. 

He funds them with his work as a writer and 
motivational speaker at dinners and conferences 
("I talk a lot, and people actually pay to listen 
to me, which is great!") and is constantly raising 
money for charity, particularly for Magpas and 
for the Educate a Child charity. 

He also frequently gives up his time to do 
talks for schools, either in person or by Skype. 
Reaching an incredible 3,500 children every 
month, his workshops and webinars cover 
everything from navigation skills to the different 
environments he finds himself in, "and I'm 
quite often pulling my RSPCA husky as a prop". 
("I have a partner, no kids, four dogs, and that's 
enough," he smiles, when I ask about his status.) 

Does he get funny questions from the pupils? 
"Whether you're talking to kids or a board of 
directors, more often than not I get asked how 
I go to the toilet in the Arctic." And the answer? 
"Trade secret!" 

That secret just might appear in Justin's new 
book, the Ultimate Explorer Guide for Kids. 
Colourful and inspiring - and complete with a 
dinky compass - it's packed with pictures and 
facts about going on a wild adventure. "It's to 
give kids enough information to encourage 
them to get outside and do stuff," he says. 

Because encouraging children, he confirms, 
is now his goal in life: "My ultimate aim is to 
keep doing expeditions for as long as I can, as 
long as nothing else falls off; to inspire kids; and 
to support Educate a Child and what they're 
doing to bring education to kids all round the 
world. The kids of today are the world leaders

of tomorrow." 

And bizarrely, he admits, it's almost thanks 
to his terrible accident that he's able to pursue 
these noble goals. Is he glad his life took such a 
fateful turn? "Definitely! And as a result of what 
I do now, it's really opened my mind to all sorts 
of things." 

It is, I say, an amazing 'job'. "It is a cool job," 
he agrees, "sometimes! When you're out there 
in the jungle, or the Arctic, you're thinking 'It's 
cold, I'm missing my partner, I'm missing my 
dogs, the food's rubbish, I can't wash properly, 

I can't change my clothes, what the hell am I 
doing this for?"' 

He pauses, then smiles. "And then I get home 
and think 'That was great. I can't wait to get 
back' ..."

Mancunian rockers I Am 
Kloot are back with a new 
live album, Hold Back The 
Night, and a new tour, 
coming to Cambridge 
Junction. 

ELLA WALKER caught up 
with frontman and wheezy 
joker John Bramwell (Johnny 
Dangerously when he's 
touring solo) to discuss how 
he's 'wangled' making music 
his life 


e've [John, bassist Peter 
Jobson and drummer Andy 
Hargreaves] done six albums 
over the last 14 years, so that's about 
140 odd songs. Every tour there's 
a lot we never get to play because 
obviously, we're playing the new stuff. 
This tour, like the live album, is our 
favourite songs which we've not been 
able to play, because unless we do 
Bruce Springsteen three-hour shows, 
we wouldn't be able to play all this 
old stuff and new stuff. We're playing 
some songs from every album we've 
made. 

I started playing, when I was 5 or 6, 
my sister's guitar. She'd been having 
lessons and I think the lessons were a 
bit rigid and not really very inspiring 
so she lost interest and I just started 
miming along to stuff on the radio. 

My next door neighbour's older 
brother was learning guitar and they 
gave me his book with simple chords 
and songs in it, so I just started doing 
that. I started making up songs when I 
was 12 or 13 and it was just the idea 


of well, I wonder if I could wangle it 
so I could just do this? There's a lot of 
work that actually goes into wangling 
that ideal situation. So the actual 
playing and writing and recording and 
performing is a real pleasure. 

I'd have been a racing driver 
obviously. Fireman, train driver, 
astronaut, haha. I think probably, 
if the guitar hadn't existed or there 
were no pianos around, I would have 
gravitated towards painting. I was 
always very science orientated at 
school if anything, but I like to read a 
lot, I like poetry, but as an actual job, 

I think I might have ended up doing 
something in the sciences. 

I have had jobs, I've done van 
delivery driving... a good job for a 
musician because you'd get all your 
deliveries done and work extra hours, 
which meant you could get all Friday 


off, so you could still go and gig and 
rehearse. Also, you spend a lot of time 
on your own as you're driving. I used 
to actually do a lot of writing, I'd have 
a recorder on the seat. I used to drive 
along singing and making stuff up. 

Our first play on the John Peel show 
that we got years back was a major 
highlight; as was our first time at 
Glastonbury, we've done Glastonbury 
four or five times now on different 
stages; when we had our first LP out, 
I'd been writing songs at the point for 
over 15 years and so just the idea that 
people in the world were going to get 
to hear my stuff and thinking a lot of 
people are listening to this right now. 

I think From Your Favourite Sky I like 
playing live most, when I do my solo 
gigs and when I do it with the band. I 
think one way or another, it's my best 
song. I don't know how it happened 


really, I was just walking around in 
Manchester one day and started 
humming. 

Like a lot of songs that are my 
personal favourites, I didn't sit down 
with a guitar and write it, I just found 
myself singing it and then I had to go 
home and work out what it was. 

I got the new Hookworms album. 
That's really great, they're from Leeds 
and they're kind of like the Sonic 
Attack record by Hawkwind. I think if 
you just heard the LP you might find 
it a bit full on, but that's what I like 
about it. And I still listen to a lot of old 
stuff as well. 

People always say you're not 
massive or anything, but to my mind 
I am. If I look out at 500-600 people 
at a gig... It doesn't feel small to me. 

I always think you should come and 
stand where I'm stood sometimes.

Countdown to Eel Fest 


T HOUSANDS of people will be heading for 
Ely next weekend to celebrate the city's 
association with the humble eel. 

Ely Eel Festival - one of the highlights of the 
city's events calendar - will see a whole host of 
eel-related activities taking place from Friday, May 
1 through to Monday, May 4. 

And this year's event, held in partnership with 
the Ely News , promises to be one of the biggest 
and fun-filled to date. 

It all kicks off with the City Centre Business Eel 
Throwing Competition on Ely Market Place on the 
Friday. Retailers and businesses will battle it out to 
be crowned 'City Centre Eel Throwing Business 
of the Year' - sponsored by Ely News.

Every year, 
our festival gets bigger and better - so from an 
event which used to last a day - we now have a 
four-day extravaganza. 

"With so much to see and do - I am sure the 
crowds will be huge to celebrate Ely's culture and 
traditions."

STEVE Fallon took immense pride in 
his young Soham Town Rangers team 
despite their 2-1 defeat to Cambridge 
City in the Cambs Invitation Cup final 
on Tuesday night.
